But I just started out 
to write a story about a man 
who was wounded in the way the 
narrator was. I was in a hospital 
one time in a ward with a num- 


ber of men who had genital uri- 


nary wounds, which left them 
unable to function as a man. I | 
wondered what a man’s life would 
be like after that and invented 


a story. Naturally, you have to 
invent from knowledge, or say, | 
local knowledge. . I wrote the 
first draft in six weeks, so 
naturally I made mistakes. But 
I tried to get rid of them in the 
rewriting. 


Happiness or Sorrow 


“I can,” he continued, “invent 
only out of great happiness and 
sorrow, and every book tears the 
hell out of you. I mean me. Now, 
that paragraph is worthless, too.

Then the critics at- 
tack you because all you know 
is how to write autobiography. 


“About the last book. ‘Across 
the River and Into the Trees.) 
A British general and a couple 
of American generals wrote me 
how much they liked it. You liked 
it. Bernard Berenson, probably 
the best critical mind still alive 
and an authority on Italy, liked 
it. Etc. But, somewhere in there 
was something that made jerks 
hate it. And, boy did they hate it.

Man and the Sea was then being 
finished.) Every day Il work| 
twice as hard and twice as well | 
as I can.” 


He did over-run them. The Old 
Man and the Sea was a real 
silencer of jerks. They all ran to 
cover. 


Bernard Berenson wrote of it 
that it was ‘“‘an idyll of the sea 
as Sea, as un-Byronic and un- 
Melville as Homer himself. .. . 
No real artist symbolizes or al- 
legorizes—and Hemingway is a 
true artist—but every real work 
of art exhales symbols and al- 
legories.”’ 


Irritation of Jerks 


It is this, perhaps, which irri- 
tated the jerks and the small 
band of esoteric poets and novel- 
ists who tediously invent sym- 
bols, most of them so strained 
and obscure, that only the ex- 
clusive little lodge of precious 
members could comprehend them. 
So, in writing their essays about 
him they never failed to describe 
how and why Hemingway _ in- 
vented and used symbols and al- 
legories. He didn’t. He just told 
his story. And what was in him 
came out. 


Persons who habitually involve 
everything that is simple, could 
never comprehend Hemingway’s 
style. It was simple. It created 
immediate images, all in focus. 


His books will live on and so 
there will be plenty of time to 
talk about them. He was our 


best in contemporary fiction,

The long Fourth of July holiday 
weekend drew to a close Tues- 
day night with seven Georgians 
killed in highway accidents—less 
than a third of the predicted death 
toll. 


The weekend proved to be one 
of the safest 102-hour holiday 
periods in Georgia in recent years 


*4\—but across the nation, it was 


one of the deadliest. 


TOPPED ESTIMATE 


The nation’s Independence holi- 
day traffic toll topped the ad- 
vanced estimate and edged close 
to the all-time record set Il 
years ago when 491 died in traffic 
collisions. 


But it appeared the worst fears 
of safety experts would not be 
realized as the end of the holiday 
period neared. The death rate, 
running at five an hour through 
the first 90 hours of the weekend, 
dropped to half that rate Tues- 
day afternoon. And the National 
Safety Council scaled down its 
estimate that 550 would die on 
the highways. 


Shortly before midnight Tues- 
day, the traffic death count stood 
at 473, or 23 more than the 450 
that the safety council estimated 
last week. 


208 DROWNED 

Drownings claimed 2086 lives— 
including four Georgians, nine 
were killed in airplane crashes, 
three were killed by fireworks, 
and 115 were killed in miscella- 
neous accidents. 


Only one fatal traffic accident 
was reported in Georgia the last 
two days of the long weekend. 
The victim was Harvey Webb Jr., 
25, of Dahlonega, who was killed 
Tuesday when the car he was 
driving went out of control and 
overturned several times on Ga. 
60 about three miles south of 
Dahlonega.

ALBANY (#—Using a new technique of heart massage without 
opening the chest, doctors at the Phoebe Putney Hospital reported 
they have revived an 18-month-old boy who was dead for about six 


minutes. 


Gary Allen Fryman, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Bill Fryman, was re- 
ported in comfortable condition 
Tuesday but in an oxygen tent. 


“I believe in miracles because 
my baby was brought back from 
the dead,” said 19-year-old Mrs. 
Fryman, wife of an employe of a 
wholesale carpet firm. 

The child was injured Friday 
when the trunk lid of a car fell 
on him. His larynx was injured, 
his windpipe slowly closed and he 
developed fever. 


Finally his heart stopped beat- 
ing. A doctor said the child had 
no heartbeat, breathing or pulse 
action. 


Doctors inserted an oxygen 
tube in the child’s throat and 
used the outside heart massage 
technique developed by two Johns 
Hopkins doctors. 


After his heartbeat was revived, 
the doctors said the child’s wind- 
pipe re-opened and the oxygen 
tube was removed.

Geneva in 1959. 


This plan, the Prime Minister 
emphasized, is also ‘‘Allied pol- 
icy.”

Hotta’s Rival Asks Secret Ballot: 


Teamsters Denounce Miami Pa per

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 
James R. Hoffa’s only announced 
rival for the Teamsters presi- 
dency Tuesday demanded an elec- 
tion showdown by secret ballot 
among the union’s entire 1.7 mil- 
lion membership. 


Milton J. Liss, president of 
Newark, N. J., Local 478, said 
the present system of electing na- 
tional officers by a vote of con- 
vention delegates is unfair be- 
cause the delegates could be sub- 
jected to reprisals. 


ASKS RULES CHANGES 


Liss called for rules changes 
to allow only nominations at the 
special union convention with the 
balloting to be conducted by se- 
cret membership vote next De- 
cember. 


Hoffa, accusing his prospective 
opponent of being full of ‘‘wind,”’ 
said Liss’ proposal would be put 
up to the convention for a deci- 
sion. 


The present Teamsters election 
system meets new federal labor 
law requirements that union of- 
ficials can be elected at conven- 
tions provided the delegates are 
fairly chosen beforehand by union 
members. Hoffa pointed out that 
members of Congress once 
elected make decisions on legis- 
lation without taking individual 
issues to the voters. 


DISTRIBUTES CIRCULARS 


Liss distributed circulars pro- 
testing that the present open con- 
vention balloting method ‘‘places 
delegates in the untenable posi- 
tion of reprisals because of their 
votes.” 


Hoffa is driving for a new five- 
year term as head of the nation’s 


biggest labor union after more 
than three years spent in a run- | 
ning battle with the courts and | 
crime investigators. 


Other convention developments 
included a resolution censuring 
the Miami Herald for an editorial] 
comparing Hoffa’s conduct with 
Hitler’s and other dictators. The 
delegates also voted to institute 
a substantial pension plan for all 
4,600 Teamsters local union offi- 
cers and employes. 


PENSIONS OKAYED 


The pension plan provides re- 
tirement pay up to 45 per cent of 
regular salary at age 60 after 30 
years tenure. Reduced pensions 
for shorter service and tenure are 
provided. They would be in addi- 
tion to pensions already main- 
tained for subordinate officials by 
local unions. 


The editorial published Tuesday 
in the Miami Herald said the 
Teamsters convention was all ar- 
ranged in advance and that at 
the appointed time, Hoffa would 
be given a new term, a salary 
boost and a big dues increase 
to finance his operations.

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It Is Not an Issue; 
No Debate Needed 


It had appeared that school deseg- 
regation—which is not an issue in the 
present campaign for mayor of Atlanta— 
was not going to be debated in the 
months leading up to the opening of 
school. 

We do not believe that any interest- 
ed Atlantan is unaware of what is at 
stake and what is not. We do not be- 
lieve that any further debate is needed. 
We do not believe that anybody has 
anything new to say at this time. 


Last week a Fulton grand jury urged 
that the subject not become a topic of 
debate in the mayor’s race. We are sure 
that almost every Atlantan murmured 
Amen on hearing of the jury’s recom- 
mendation. 


Yet one candidate says he will still 
trv to make desegregation arm issue. That 
candidate, of course, is Lester Maddox. 
Many people have been saying that 
Maddox is not really a serious candidate, 
that he is merely interested in advertis- 
ing his personality and his restaurant. 
Recently we had doubted that. We had 
come to believe that he felt he had a 
chance to win and would therefore con- 
duet as responsible a campaign as he 
knew how. 


Now we don’t know. His determina- 
tion to’ make an issue of something that 
is not one may be just an indication of 
his political immaturity. (All the other 
candidates are opposed to desegregation. 
They are intelligent enough to know that 
they don't have to harp on it to prove it.) 


Mr. Maddox either isn’t that intelli- 
gent—or isn’t serious about being mavor. 
In the weeks ahead we shall see which 
it 1s.

Unlimited Wiretapping 
Would Endanger Rights 


Congress would do well to take a long, 
hard look at the bill on wiretapping 
drafted for it by the Justice department. 
It amends federal law, which now for- 
bids tapping to permit both federal and 
state officers to tap wires. 

Under the draft, restrictions on fed- 
eral authority on wiretapping is strict. A 
judge may issue a tap order in order to 
obtain evidence in serious crimes such as 
murder, kidnapping, extortion, gambling, 
espionage, subversion and narcotics vio- 
Jations. But there are no restrictions at 
all for state and local police. Any and 
everybody could have his_ telephone 
tapped indefinitely if he lives in a state 
which permits wiretapping under court 
order. 

Dangers of such a bill should be evi- 
dent to everyone. If wiretapping is to be 
sanctioned by federal law it certainly 
must be within limits at the local and state 
levels. The threat posed to individual 
rights and privacy it too much to be 
ignored. If wiretapping is a valuable de- 
vice in preventing crime and in appre- 
hending criminals, it should be corfined 
to that and that alone.

Concern for small towns affected by vast 
population shifts is not confined to the South. 
Four bills dealing with the problems of small 
and rural communities have been offered in 
Congress, and one has been passed by the Sen- 
ate. 

Of course, there is a limit to what the fed- 
eral government can and should do in tackling 
problems which are primarily the concern of 
local authority. 

The issue here is that of centralized govern- 
ment infringing on the rights and responsibili- 
ties of local authority. Local initiative and lead- 
ership must show the way. But the extent of 
congressional interest in the matter indicates 
the nature of the problem. 

The 1960 national census disclosed that small 
communities and rural counties continued to 
decline in population between 1950 and 1960. 
This national trend is reflected in the decline 
in Georgia’s rural and small-town population. 
That this problem is one counteracted by 
vigorous local leadership is revealed by Sen. 
Karl Mundt, whose small-town commission bill 
‘has passed the Senate. In his own state, Sen. 
. Mundt said, many smal] communities are ‘‘drop- 
ping back” and facing extinction while others, 


dation which will not depend upon either 
organization for support. 

The foundation thus will be in a po- 
sition to act more independently if sup- 
ported privately by individuals, business 
and industry in a wide variety of fields. 
If it acts positively in the state’s in- 
terest instead of negatively to protect 
special interests, it can do a world of 
good. 

Such studies as it conducts should be 
on a thorough, professional basis. If it 
can provide insight into the state’s eco- 
nomic problems and needs as related to 
taxes, it will have provided a most worth- 
while service. 
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Hemingways Death 
Diminishes Us All 


Ernest Hemingway once said of him- 
self and his work that if he had not spent 
so much time in the bull ring and the 
boxing arena and in hunting and fishing 
and ski-ing, he might have written more 
books. On the other hand, he added, he 
might have committed suicide. 

Now he is dead, too soon, at 61. And 
those who will argue in the future over 
how he died will be missing the point. 
Death, like Hemingway’s prose, seems 
simple, whether it is by accident or by 
intent. But death, like Hemingway’s 
prose, is really meticulous and complex. 
It will be easier and better to study 
the prose he left us, than to study the 
way he died. 

He left us, fortunately, much to study. 
Not as much as almost any of his contem- 
poraries, but enough. If his insistence on 
living a full life and his insistence on 
writing each novel and story one werd at 
a time, slowly and carefully, mean that 
there are fewer books, those two things 
also mean that there are better books. 

Hemingway's importance as a foun- 
tainhead of style can’t be overstated. Was 
he the first American writer? That has 
been questioned (he himself thought 
Mark Twain was) but all true Heming- 
way fans are certain that time’s verdict 
will prove that they are right, that he 
was. 

Hemingway used a fragment from a 
17th century English poem to introduce 
For Whom the Bell Tolls, his second most 
successful novel (The Old Man and the 
Sea was the most successful). It made 
the point that any man’s death diminish- 
es every other man. Certainly Heming- 
way 's death diminishes us all. 
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Rules Committee Acts 


In Same Old Pattern 


Action on federal aid to education at 
this session of Congress still rests with 
the House Rules Committee. And again 
it appears inconceivable that this small 
group has the power to prevent a matter 
of such desperate importance from be- 
ing debated in the House. 

This time there is another strange 
coalition within the committee brought 
about by the aid to private and parochial 
school controversy. To satisfy this coa- 
lition, supporters of aid to public schools 
have agreed that first must be reported a 
National Defense Education Act to in- 
clude heavy aid to such schools. The ad- 
ministration agreed to what may he con- 
sidered a fine example of blackmail. 

Yet the bill still languishes and there 
is no telling what new impossible con- 
ditions will come up. In the meantime, aid 
to the nation’s public schools becomes no 
less urgent. Opening a Pandora’s box for 
massive aid to private institutions could 
in the end dilute if not defeat the assist- 
ance so badly needed by the masses of 
childven in public schools.

Why All the Talk 
Of Rapid Transit? 


Reporting on the results of a poll, Ivan Allen, 
candidate for mayor, discloses that two of the 
top questions worrying Atlantans these days are 


and rapid transit. As in all 


expressway system 
major urban areas, the problems of traffic and transportation remain 
the most irksome and difficult of solution. 

Proponents of rapid transit argue, and it has been proved 
in tests, that this type of movement of people is the only method by 
which traffic-clogged streets can serve their primary purpose— 
the movement of people. They argue further that such systems 
cost much less to build than massive freeways and transport more 
people faster and more efficiently. 


Recently Dr. R. J. Smeed, a British expert on urban transpor-

tation, produced figures showing the total area a city has to set

aside for transportation depending upon the various modes of travel. 
Area needed to move one person one mile during rush-hour travel is 
one square foot by rail, three square feet for a pedestrian, four to 
10 square feet by bus and 14 to 70 square feet for autos. 


To go a step further, James E. Rutherford, president of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce and Industry, comes up with the 
following figures compiled by traffic engineers: 

In a business district one mile in diameter, there are 22 million 
square feet. To bring 80,000 people into that area by automobile would 
require 47,000 cars at today’s average of 1.7 persons per car. Just 
to park these cars would require an area of 15 million square feet 
and the streets can hold only 18,000 vehicles at one time. 

From a dollars-and-cents angle, the traffic tangle is costing At- 
lanta and other cities a pile of dough. Recently Harvard University’s 
Graduate School of Public Administration completed a three-year 
study of the New York Metropolitan Area’s transportation prob- 
lems. One startling conclusion was that traffic congestion at the 
core of the city was costing an estimated two billion dollars a vear 


to the region’s business. 


Nor are freeways alone solving the problem. Los Angeles, for 
instance, has given over about two-thirds of its downtown area 
to freeways and streets. Having set aside the bulk of the city for 


automobiles, 


it now finds itself with a greater traffic problem 


than before. Its leaders now are talking about rapid transit. 

Chicago is studying a plan whereby no more superhighways would 
be allowed to enter the city unless a right-of-way for rapid transit is 
part of them. Other cities are considering similar approaches. 

Here at home the Metropolitan Planning Commission put the 
problem clearly recently: ‘‘Without rapid transit by 1970, we would 
need 120 expressway lanes radiating to and from central Atlanta 
and a 28-lane connector. This is, of course, a physical impossibility.”’ 

Thus rapid transit is without question a part of the city’s future. 
But right now hundreds of thousands of motorists would welcome a 
mere completion of the expressway system, especially the planned 
connectors. Every month the latter are delayed is costly in terms 
of progress for the city as well as the state.

We Should Honor 
Louis XVI, Too 


PARIS—The arrival 


of Independence Day 
brings to an American living in France the 
usual happy memories that this is our oldest for- 


eign ally plus a certain number of ceremonial speeches or news- 
paper letters inspired by that favorite cliche ‘‘Lafayegtte, we are 


here.”’ 

For Lafayette. rather than 
other French officers with serious 
commands and strong forces — 
d’Estaing, de Grasse and Rocn- 
ambeau — is the favorite gallic 
hero of our folklore. Because La- 
fayette, a marquis, was intel- 
lectually untroublesome and 
shrewd enough to survive two 
transitions from monarchy to 
revolution both in 1789 and 1830. 
our folklore somehow manages to 
convey the impression that the 
American and French revolutions 
were mutually sustaining twins. 

This suits our self-conceived 
image founded on vigorous dis- 
taste for royalty. Thomas Jeffer- 
son confided to George Washing- 
ton in 1789, “There is not a 
crowned head in Europe whose 
talents or merits would entitle him 
to be elected a vestryman by the 
people of any parish in Ameri- 
ca." 

The simplified impression of 
our legend is that good French 
liberals and philosophers, includ- 
ing a few radical aristocrats like 
Lafayette, helped us throw off 
the shackles of colonialism and 
we, in return, blessed their own 
democratizing efforts. As if con- 
firming this, Jefferson confided 
in his letters that the French 
king, “Louis XVI a fool, of my 
own knowledge.” 

But let us recall with Voltaire 
that ‘‘history is after all, only 
a pack of tricks we play on the 


dead."” And the historical fact 
is that King Louis XVI, fool or 
not, was more responsible for 
American independence than any 
other foreigner. If we wished to 
be accurate in expressing our 
gratitude to eighteenth century 
France we would erect a statue to 
this unfortunate, decapitated 
monarch. 


It must be recalled that when 
London stimulated the colonia! 
rebellion, Louis XVI, a 22-year-old 
sovereign, ruled France, still the 
richest and most populous west- 
ern power. He was urged by 
his counsellor and former tutor, 
Vergennes, to give discreet aid to 
the Americans in order to weal.en 
England. This activity was to a 
large degree confided to Beau- 
marchais, author of ‘‘The Barber 
of Seville.” 

In the fall of 1777. after 
American troops had destroved 
Gen. Burgoyne’s army at Sara 
toga, Vergennes began to urge 
stronger steps. Thereupon — and 
this cannot be sufficiently stressed 
— when Louis XVI had satisfied 
himself that the American cause 
was just, he threw the weight of 
France openly behind it. 

As. we are about to celebrate 
Independence Day again it would 
seem proper to acknowledge more 
graciously our debt to this man 
whom Jefferson so curtly dis- 
missed as ‘‘a fool.”

Norman Keller, former JetStar 
project engineer for Lockheed 
in Marietta, has been named 
chief project engineer for a com- 
pany to build a Lockheed-de- 
signed monorail system in Japan. 


Kelled will work with the Nihon- 
Lockheed Monorail Co., Ltd., a 
newly-incorporated firm to design, 
develop and construct the sup- 
ported type monorail system deve- 
loped by Lockheed’s California 
Division.

The new firm will receive 
technical guidance from Lockheed

Sometime Wednesday State Au- 
ditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. will rip 
off a strip of adding machine tape 
and say, “‘there is the new state 
surplus.” 


How much that surplus totals 
holds the key to a number of state 
programs, and it could ease some 
of Gov. Ernest Vandiver’s fin- 
ancial headaches. 


Before the total is reached, how- 
ever, State Treasurer George 
Hamilton will have to complete 
his books for fiscal 1960-61. 


Hamilton’s total will contain 
the amount of money the state 
collected in taxes during the year, 
minus refunds for such things as 
income taxes and gasoline taxes 
paid by farmers.

The best estimates, until the 
figures are complete, is that the 
state had net income of somewhat 
over $392 million and a surplus 
of $44 to $45 million.

Buck Teeth 
Helped by 


Braces? 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


“Dear Dr. Molner: I have 
buck teeth which protrude 
greatly. They also have small 
spaces between them. Would 
braces help both things? If 
so, approximately how much 
would they cost, and how 
long would I have to wear 
them?—J. S.” 


The teeth are not as rigidly 
fixed in place as some other parts 
of the body. Under steady pres- 
sure, they can be forced to 
“drift,” or slowly change position. 


Sometimes an orthodontist ‘a 
dentist who specializes in correct- 
ing such defects) may use special 
rubber bands, or he may use met- 
al ‘“‘braces,”’ or he may use both. 
If a jaw is too crowded, a tooth 
or two may be removed, and the 
other teeth gradually made to 
drift so they fill in the space left 
after extraction. 


This is not a quick procedure 
It requires months, and some- 
times a couple of years or so. 
The only way to estimate the time 
and cost is to have an orthodon- 
tist examine the case in ques- 
tion. However, the cost usually 
can be spread, since the treat- 
ment usually takes a good bit of 
time. 

“Dear Dr. Molner: What 
causes cold sores? I get two 
or three every three or four 
weeks, and they last about 
five days. I use camphor ice. 
Is this good?—Mrs. A. J.” 
Cold sores are usually due to a 

superficial virus infection. Some 
women get them around the men- 
strual cycle—which the timing, 
in your case, suggests. Camphor 
ice may give temporary relief. 
There is little else other than im- 
proving general health—good diet, 
adequate rest, sufficient exer- 
cise, etc. 

“Dear Dr. Molner: Is there 
any chance of a 4-year-old 
outgrowing diabetes when 
kept on a proper diet?—Mrs. 
G. ia” 

I might say the chance is re- 
mote. I think I'd do better to say 
the answer is no. Older people 
who develop diabetes many times 
can control the disease by diet 
alone. ‘(Many of them—but not 
all!) 

But when diabetes develops in 
childhood, the use of insulin is 
required from the beginning. 


It is true that occasionally chil- 
dren may have sugar in the urine, 
yet not have elevated blood 
sugar—and such cases are not 
diabetes. In short, there are ‘‘sus- 
picious cases’’ which aren’t true 
diabetes, and can be corrected. 
However, if it’s real diabetes, 
don’t expect it to be cured. But 
on the other hand, with proper 
care, children with diabetes live 
essentially normal lives.

*‘There’s gold in the hills,”’ said the 
mint assayer, striving to restrain 
the Dahlonega miners from moving 
to richer diggings in the West. 
There’s still gold in the hills, in a 
wide variety, for today’s family- 
on-wheels. 

Learning of Georgia’s history 
from Indian times to today is one 
type of treasure you and your 
youngsters will acquire on this 
drive from Atlanta—as you enjoy 
the scenic beauty of 600,000-acre 
Chattahoochee National Forest 
and the fine state parks provided 
for your pleasure. 

Gold? Sure! You may try your 
luck at panning. And you don’t 
even have to bring your own pan! 

Start at the junction of Peach- 


tree (U.S. Route 19) and the North- 
east Expressway (Interstate 85), 
north of the Georgia Tech campus. 


0. Miles at Junction. Follow the Express- 


way Northeast. 


29m. End of Expressway. Turn North to 


junction with U.S. Route 23 at SUWANEE, 
then turn right. 


36m. BUFORD. A spur road to the left leads 


to Buford Dam, where you can visit the 
great power plant and dam constructed 
by the U.S. Corps of Engineers, and look 
across the waters of LAKE LANIER, dotted 
with boats, water-skiers and fishermen. 
The project provides flood protection, 
electric power and water supply for metro- 
politan Atlanta, but has also become one 
of the most popular playgrounds in our 
State. Continue North on U.S, Route 23, 


55m. GAINESVILLE, gateway to the moune 


tains and “Broiler Capital of the World.” 


Much of the city now fronts on Lake 
Lanier. At hand are sailing marinas, 
beaches, boating and overnight camp sites. 
On a busy weekend, 15,000 boats churn 
the blue waters of Lanier, where once the 
Chattahoochee River followed its mean- 
dering course. Drive out North Green 
Street to Route 60, within view of watery 
fingers of Lake Lanier, and continue north 
into the hills. Approaching Dahlonega, 
you drive along the Chestatee River. 


71m, WOODY GAP, a delightful place to 


open a picnic lunch. The Gap overlooks 
the YAHOOLA VALLEY, with Dahlonega 
visible in the distance below. An even 
better view is seen from the top of the fire- 
tower, reached on a mile hike up the trail 
on BLACK MOUNTAIN. 


77m. DAHLONEGA, where the first major 


gold rush began in 1828. Ten years later 


(CLIP AND SAVE THIS TOUR) 


the Government built a mint and coined 
$6,000,000 worth of gold before the War. 
At the Gold Museum, in the old Crown 
Mountain Mine machine shop, six blocks 
from Dahlonega Square, you can try your 
hand at panning in the sluice box. Roll up 
your sleeves, help yourself to a panful of 
dirt, exercise patience and you cannot fail 
to end up with a few flecks of ore. The 
museum is not a commercial venture, but 
an outstanding community project re- 
creating the spirit of the past. Displays 
include coins minted at Dahlonega, nug- 
gets and the old ore-crushing machine. 
For the real old-time mining spirit, head 
for the hills of Crown Mountain and try 
panning in the creeks, 

From Dahlonega, scenic drives lead 


deep into the NATIONAL FOREST. Among 
several loops, try this one:

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79m. Spur road to CANE CREEK FALLS, 


one mile left, a beautiful natural water- 
fall and recreation spot. Although now the 
site of Camp Glisson (Methodist Confer- 
ence grounds), visitors are welcome to use 
the swimming pool, bathhouse and picnic 
tables. Visiting hours are listed on the 
sign posted on the U.S. 19 turnoff. 


86m. STONE PILE GAP, junction State 


Route 60 and U.S. 19, at the memorial 
mound to Princess Trahlyta. According 


to legend, the Cherokee princess retained — 


her youth and beauty from the magic 
waters of the spring on CEDAR MOUNTAIN. 
Follow the custom and dropa stone on the 
grave—it may bring good luck. For many 
years the Creeks and Cherokees lived in 
these hills, and fought bloody battles for 
them. Follow Route 60 along the flank of 
CEDAR MOUNTAIN, 


93m. SUCHES. This little town in the hills 


was the home of Arthur Woody, the 
ranger who devoted much of his life to re- 
stocking North Georgia with deer. Turn 
right on State Route 180. 


99m. LAKE WINFIELD SCOTT, a beautiful 


lake fed by clear mountain streams, where 
you can enjoy fishing, boating, swimming 
or horseback riding. This National Forest 
recreation area has cottages for rent and 
excellent camping sites. Just beyond lies 
VOGEL STATE PARK, one of Georgia’s most 
popular state parks close to the Appalach- 
ian Trail. A lovely drive between these 
areas takes you through Wolf Pen Gap 
and Sosebee Cove, set aside by the Forest 
Service as a memorial to Ranger Woody. 
The pioneer forester loved the great tulip 
poplars and wildflowers, which are now 
preserved for the enjoyment of all. 


105m. Junction. Turn South on U.S. Routes 


19-129. If the hour is still early, or if you 
are on a weekend trip, you could drive 
North to BRASSTOWN BALD, the highest 
point in Georgia (with a new paved road 
to the summit), or to ANNIE RUBY FALLS, 
deep in the woods. On your one-day trip, 
turn South on Route 19. 


108m. NEELS GAP. According to Cherokee 


myth, the Gap is the abode of Walasi, the 
Great Frog, leader of the ancient “Animal 
Council.” Until the road was completed in 
1925 it was known as Frogtown Gap and 
was crossed only by the Frogtown Indian 
Trail. 


On this 218-mile trip from Atlanta 
you'll discover many places where 
you ll want to stop and explore. 


130m. DAHLONEGA. Have another look at 


Lumpkin County Court House, one of the 
oldest in the state, or at North Georgia 
College, located on the site of the old U.S, 
Mint. Stay on U.S. Route 19 and continue 
through DAWSONVILLE., 


184m. "ROSWELL, a community of notable 


ante-bellum homes. Turn West on State 


then Northwest 


Route 120, to U.S. 41, 
around MARIETTA. 


199m. KENNESAW MOUNTAIN NATIONAL 


BATTLEFIELD PARK, commemorating the 
fields where Sherman struck in his first 
frontal attack on Atlanta in June, 1864, 
but failed to penetrate the Confederate 
lines. He then resumed his flanking move- 
ments. You can drive the paved road to 
the crest of scenic Kennesaw Mountain, 
passing trailside exhibits, earthworks and 
cannon. All these will add to your under- 
standing of the tremendous Battle of 
Atlanta, really a sequence of maneuvers, 
engagements and siege. Return to Atlanta 
on New Marietta Road (U.S. Route 41), 
leading into the Northwest Expressway. 


218m. ATLANTA. At the end of this day's 


adventure your youngsters may have some 
gold in their pockets to recall the treasures 
of the hills. But the whole family will 
have shared the fun of going places to- 
gether and learning about America. And 
the next time you look at the dome on the 
State Capitol you will recognize the golden 
surface as a treasure of Dahlonega, pre- 
sented by the people of the mountains. 
a
